The Boyne City Main Street program will hold a cel- 
ebration rally next week to tout the completion of the 
Downtown Boyne City Market Study and kick off the 
action phase. 

Kelly Larson, program manager of Boyne City Main 


Street, said the rally would focus on the first steps for the 


plan’s implementation. The “Jump Start Rally” will be 
from 6:30 to 7:30 p.m. Tuesday, Aug. 3, at the Wolverine 
Dilworth Hotel, 300 Water St. 
“Boyne City Main Street committees and volunteers 
“are already springing into action, getting a head start on 
various projects and strategies promoted in the plan,” 
Larson said. 

Jay Schlinsog of Downtown Professionals Network will 
assist at the rally, as well as a representative of Batavia, 
the [Ilinois-based consulting firm that helped Boyne City 
Main Street complete the study.

Knowing this, some important millages on the 
Aug. 3 primary election ballot should find strong 
support from those casting the ballots. 

The Boyne District Library is seeking a millage 
increase of .35 mills, in perpetuity, to support |i- 
brary operations, maintenance, and program- 
ming. Following the extensive renovation and 
expansion project funded by a $2.3 million gift 
from the Mary K. Peabody Foundation, the library 
has been faced with an endowment fund that’s 
been crippled by a sluggish economy, and state 
budget cuts at every turn. Struggling in recent 
months to figure out just where the money's go- 
ing to be coming from, the library board has cut 
Staff and book purchases, and, in March, cut 
hours of service to the public. And that was just 
to break even. 

You can argue ail you want about why the li- 
brary should or shouldn't need more money, but 
the fact is they do. And they need it because they 
perform a vital function in the community. There 
are preschool storytimes and summer reading 
programs for kids; Internet access; workshop 
programs; not to mention a plethora of books of 
all types, periodicals, newspapers, videos and 
reference materials. The downstairs community 
room has filled a void by providing comfortable 
and ample meeting space, that is, by the way, 
almost always in use. And all of it is FREE to the 
public, or nearly so, supported primarily through 
tax dollars; do the math, and you'll see that, if 


you use the ae even only once or twice a yea 


it's paid for itself. 

Even if you dont use the library, your Palaeuy 
neighbor or neighborhood schoolkids probably 
do.

ANOTHER IMPORTANT issue on the ballot 
includes a senior citizen services millage renewal,

Let’s begin with the obvious: BC = Boyne City whose 
residents and those in the surrounding area have been gra- 
ciously and generously supporting our troops in Iraq. Any 
person in the military is issued necessary and basic cloth- 
ing, supplies equipment and materials to do their assigned 
work: That is GI = Government Issue. On most military 
bases is a PX = Post Exchange which is similar to a super 
market, where personnel may purchase goods. Our troops 
in Iraq, Afghanistan and other locations must supplement 
GI materials with purchases from their PX. 

Unfortunately for them, neither GI nor PX supplies all 
their needs. The PX’s are run by private companies which 
are in the business to make a profit. Some of the very 
things our troops need are not available, either not GI or 
stocked in the PXs (for example small work gloves for 
women, flea collars, etc.) 

That is why there is such an effort on the home front 
(BC) to send packages to our troops. American Legion 
Post #228 in Boyne City is spearheading an effort to send 
supplies to our six Legion members who are serving in 
Iraq. 

The response from the community has been-tremen- 
dous! And we, their fellow Legionnaires, on their behalf, 


. thank you. Please keep up the effort—there is no firm 


word yet when any of them are coming home, Lists of 
things they need are available in the American Legion

~ The summer of 2004 is careening towards autumn at a 
rate no one likes to acknowledge, and the new school year 
will soon be upon us. 

Paula Vollbach, affectionately known as Miss V, will 
commence teaching art at the East Jordan Elementary 
School, delighting a batch of new students and welcom- 
ing returning artists-in-training. She is also making a home 
for two new roommates, adopted Chihuahuas, whom she 
rescued soon after the death of her beloved (and famous) 
Eva—a model dog to many of her sculptor students. These 
things are hugely important in Paula’s life, but undoubt- 
edly the thing that looms largest in the minds of the East 
Jordan community is the annual Spring Musical, per- 
formed by the EJ Thespians, under the able direction of 
the intrepid Miss V. 

Next spring’s musical] is still a secret, but—shh!—it 
won't be Music Man. And that’s all you get for now, for 
that is not the subject of this column. 

Paula Vollbach has a dream. She has a dream of a sum- 
mer community theatre in East Jordan, and when Paula 
dreams, things happen. And Paula is dreaming of East 
Jordan having a premier role in the northern Michigan 
Theatre scene. 

“We will have open auditions,” she says, “It will not 
be limited to former EJ Thespians.” It will in fact not be 
limited to East Jordan residents or even Charlevoix County 
residents. “Ours will be a community theatre that anyone 
can be part of,” she says, “any age, any level of experi- 
ence, any community.” Through her 13 years at East Jor- 
dan Public Schools, working closely with students and 
community on the spring musical as well as other events, 
such as the Miss East Jordan pageant, Paula has had an 
epiphany {or two). Alumni want to return to the stage — 
some wil] plan their summers around it. Adults who have 
participated behind the scenes have a craving for the open 
stage. Home-schoolers hear a new opportunity knocking 
at their doors. Most of us have some untapped Mitty- _ 
esque urge to stand in the spotlight, and Miss V is all 
about making that dream come true. 

She wants her troupe to have a “nucleus of people with 
a whole repertoire of theatre experience: acting, backstage 
crew, lighting.’” Paula insists that anybody can do any 
aspect of it — and wants to lead the way by getting in- 
volved in more ways than just direction herself. She wants 
to direct one show each surnmer. And act in one. She'd 
like to have the opportunity to work the lights for one 
show, or be a stagehand, help with costumes, design sets, 
do all the things her students have been doing for all these 
years. Some of the alumni have never been on the stage 
during a performance.

FLYWHEELERS HOST ANTIQUE TRACTOR SHOW 


Remembering the way it was

The smell of exhaust filled the air and wafted over the 
crowds of hundreds who gathered over the weekend to 
see dozens of classic machines at the 17th annual Walloon 
Lake Antique Tractor and Engine Show. 

Each day at the Flywheelers Show Grounds, north of 
Boyne Falls, the tractors lined up to parade past the spec- 
tators, some back-firing, others smoking and with the fa- 
miliar “putt-putt” sounds of the John Deere tractors. 

Gary Hibbler of Petoskey brought to the festivities his 
1950 John Deere MT, which was a payment six years ago 
for restoring a friend's tractor. He said that unlike most of 
the participants, he and several friends each drove their 
antique tractors down US 131 for the event. He said that 
is the way he’s arrived each year that he’s attended. 

“T love it here because of all the different tractors. You 
come here with friends to have a good time and usually 
don’t have to work on anything.” Hibbler said with a 


> chuckle. 


His classic tractor has not been refurbished, although 


‘he said it’s in the works. It sports a purple hood, a signifi- 


cant difference from the other John Deere tractors at the 
event. 

“Some people love it and some hate it. Once it’s re- 
stored, I’m going to leave it purple,” Hibbler said. 

He added that the color was formed years ago by mix- 
ing every paint he had sitting around, just to stop the rust 


from eating away more of the exterior, The machine Is 
not used for much work at his home in Petoskey, Hibbler 
said, explaining that he usually just “plays in the woods” 
with if. 

Many of the owners polished their tractors and answered 
questions as peopte walked by, investigating the old farm 
equipment. Up the hill from the tractor display area, doz- 
ens of vendors and crafts people had wares for sale, rang- 
ing from rusted tractor parts and trinkets ta handmade 
candles and carpets. 

Hilda Fenstrum of Copemish had one of the busiest 
stands in the market area, where she was selling rootless 
Bromeliad plants, which are related to pineapples and 
Spanish moss. The tropical-looking plants hung from her 
tent and many people stopped to ask exactly how the plants 
grow suspended in air. 

“If you put them in dirt, youll kill them,” Fenstrum 
said, explaining that the plants get all the nutrients they 
need from the air around them, 

She had about 20 types of the unusual flowering plants 
for sale, adding that she also sells at the Traverse City 
Farmers’ Market on Wednesdays and Saturdays. 

Other events included blacksmithing and woodwork- 
ing demonstrations, musical entertainment and primitive 
camping.

Eighty-eight 2004 high school graduates took part, 
being divided according to school size. The East All 
Stars were selected from nominees coming from 
schools in Wayne, Oakland, Monroe, St. Clair, LaPeer, 
Sanilac, Macomb, Huron, and Tuscola counties, which

Four area boys brought home awards from the 2004 
4-H National Shooting Sports Invitational in Columbia, 
Mo. 

Nearly 800 young 4-H participants competed at the re- 
cent event, carrying everything from bows and arrows to 
pistols, BB guns, rifles and shotguns. 

Among the young people involved were four local 
shooters competing in the shotgun events. Team captain 
Matthew Haver, his younger brother Jon Haver, from 
Charlevoix County, along with their cousin, Chris Haver, 
-and also Ethan Heiden, both from Lenawee County, com- 
peted in three days of substantial competition in the areas 
of skeet, trap and sporting clays, which determined the 
nation’s top overall individual and team shooters in the 
4-H organization. 

Michigan shooters would find themselves taking fifth, 
placing behind Georgia. Texas, Virginia and Pennsylva- 
nia — no small accomplishment as these same teams tend 
to battle it out year after year for the highest team plac- 
ing. 

In the 4-H' National Shotgun Invitational, state teams 
consist of four members, Each member competes with 
{QO targets in each discipline. The top three scores are 
then tallied to give the team a final total. 

Recognition is given to both the top individual shoot- 
ers and combined team scores, To provide equality among 
the teams in case of poor weather conditions, equipment 
malfunctions, scorers, pullers and other variables, the

Jon and Chris Haver contributed 97 and 96 hit clays of 
the 283 total that placed the Michigan Team second in the 


nation. Jon at 97 earned fourth place individually. Chris . 


at 96 was in a three-way tie, and after a shoot-off placed 
fifth. 

On the trap field, Chris's score of 95 hits out of 100 put 
hin in a five-way tie for fifth place. Heiden, with a score 
of 92 out of 100, was in eighth place. After a 10-shot 
shoot-off elimination, Chris moved to ninth place, and 
Heiden was bumped out of the top 10. Matthew Haver 
added 80 points to the team’s score of 267 out of 300, 
placing Michigan in ninth place in the nation for the trap 
division. 

The final day of competition found the young men at 
the sporting clays course. With a shotgun start and squads 
spread over 14 different stands, the Michigan team racked 
up 227 out of 300 birds possible, placing ninth for this 
division. Jon was right on target again that day, and with 
his score of 85 out of 100, placed seventh individually in

They started with three practices per day at the Spartan 
sports facilities, learning the basic plan for the game as 
quickly as possible. The day before the big game, the 
team members were treated to a Al] Star Banquet for 
the parents of the players, All Star coaches and the 
board of directors.

Officials from the North- 
west Michigan Community 


Health Agency, the health.

Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego coun- 
ties, have announced that a 


crow.submitted for testing ~ 


from Charlevoix County on 
July 14 is positive for the 
West Nile virus. 

West Nile virus is a mos- 
quito-borne virus that can 
infect birds, horses, and 
humans. 

“West Nile virus cannot 
be spread directly from 
birds to people,” said 
Joshua Meyerson, MD, 
medical director for the 
health department. 

“However, increased 
sightings of dead jays and 
crows can sometimes pre- 
dict an increase in human 
cases of West Nile virus. 
We’re asking people to re- 
port dead birds at 
www.michigan,gov/ 
westnilevirus.” 

People who do not have 
access to the Internet can 
telephone their local health 
department office to report 
dead birds.

The purpose of establishing rules and regulations relating to the planting, care, main- 
tenance and removal of trees, shrubs and any other plantings in public areas, rights-of- 
way and easements. In addition, regulations are included regarding trees on private 
property that are diseased or are considered a hazardous tree. Furthermore, it is the 
intent of this ordinance to, through the preservation, protection, maintenance and man- 
agement of the community's existing forest resource, and the planting of trees to en- 
hance the quality of life in Boyne City. 

The ordinance further addresses the definition of terms; Arbor Day designation; estab- 
lishes a City Forestry Manager; protects from Dutch Elm Disease; prohibits tree topping; 
prohibits certain species of trees from being planted in the public areas of the city; re- 
quires tree planting as part of new developments; requires trees to be protected by barri- 
ers during construction; regutates tree maintenance and plantings in public areas; regu- 
lates trees on private property whose branches, limbs, roots or other parts extend into or 
over the street right-of-way. A copy of the entire text of this ordinance is available at the 
City Clerk’s Office, 319 North Lake Street, Boyne City, during normal business hours.
